Differing German Tactics on West 
Front Puzsie Paris Critics. 
PARIS, June 30.—The entire Aisne 
front, between Soissons and Rheims 
and the west bank of the Meuge in the 
Verdun sector have been ‘the scenes of 
terrific German attacks, all of which 
were shattered by the French gun fire 

and the poilus’ bayonets. 

Military critics are divided in their 
opinions as to the reasons actuating the 
Crown Prince's activity. Some believe 
it is the beginning of a great Ger- 
man offensive, in which other German 
fronts will be largely stripped of troops 
to provide men for the west front in 
the decisive battle. Others think that 
Hindenburg is trying to forestall an im- 
pending French drive against the Ai- 
lette line from the newly won positions 
along the Chemin des Dames. 

The peculiar tactics of the German 
high eommand in contesting fiercely 
every inch of ground with the French, 
and counter attacking ceaselessly every

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GERMANS HUMBLED FORFIRST 
TIME, LLOYD GEORGE SAYS 


Declares Europe Wiil Not Be Safe Place to Live 
- Until Their Feeling of Superiority 
Is Crushed. 


DUNDEE, June 30.-—‘We have 
driven the great army of Germany 
underground,” said Premier Lloyd 
Geerge in a speech hére today. “When 
a great army is driven to these tac- 


tics it is the beginning of the end: » 


it means that we are pounding a 
sense Of inferiority into every pore 
of the German military mind. 

“It is good for the war, is even bet- 
ter for after the war. As long as the 
Fiussians have an idea of superiority 
ir their minds, Europé will not be 
a decent place for people to live in 
peace. It will be easier after this.” 

The Prussian, said Lloyd George, 
has many virtues, but a sense of 
humility has never been among them. 
The Premier addéd that the Prussian 
ix now being taught the virtue of 
rumility with a Fierce and relentless 
lash. 

Lioyd George said that if necessary 
the Government would resort to the 
exchequer in order that the price of 
bread should be within the compass 
of the bulk of the people. 

No Privations in England. 

Speaking of the sacrifices the peo- 
ple had ben called on to make in the 
war, Lloyd George said there had 
been no privations in this country 
thus far and that while there were 
privations in Germany and Austria, 
those countries were still fighting. 
Men restricted in their luxuries 
should not give themselves the airs 
of men who were enduring tortures, 
Complaints did not come from the 
men whe were making the real sac- 
fices, but the country was entitled 
to ask the Government that restric- 
tions and limitations should have a 
genuine war purpose; and he included 
in that the demobilization after the 
war. That rule, he had applied to 
every restriction that had been made. 

The restriction of horse racing, the 
Premier said, was entirely a question 
of the extent to which it could te 
permitted without interfering with 
the work of the war. Anything be- 
yond that would be irritating and 

ischievous, anything short of it in- 
adequate to meet the case. 

“If yeu apply those principles to 
the queation of drink,’ he continued, 
“you will find that it will work out 
all right. No man in his senses would 
sacrifice the food of the country for 
any drink, however alluring it may 
be,”’ 

The secend condition which the 
country was entitled to ask from the 
Government, the Premier continued, 
was that it should not permit the 
burdens of the country to be in- 
oreased by what was called profiteer- 
ing, as distinct from profit. Profiteer- 
ing wes unfair in peace; in war it 
was an outrage. That was why the 
Gevernment ha dtaken action to re- 
strict profits, and proposed to dea) 
very drastically with unfair  profi- 
teering in food. 

Te Price of Bread Dewn. 

The third condition which the peo- 
ple were entitled to expect, Lioyd 
George went on, was that food must 
be brought within the reach of the 
people. Present prices were largely 
dependent on prices over which the 
Government had no control, in Amer- 
ica and eleewhere, but steps such as 


were within its power had been tas | 


| 


ken by the Government to keep the 
prices of food within bounds. The 
Government would even go to the 
extent of resorting to the Exchequer 
in order to see, at any rate, that 
the price of bread was within the 
compass of the bulk of the people. 

The Premier said the people must 
not shirk under the burdén of the 
struggle, but lift their eyes to Great 
Britain’s purpose which was clearer 
than ever. He continued: 

“We are fighting for the rights of 
me nand women and we shall win. ,! 
always knew the struggle would be a 
prolonged one and made plans on that 
presumption, but with continuous 
persistence and unfaltering will we 
shall .win.” 

The Premier alluded to the attitude 
which the Germans adopted in 1870- 
71, “when Alsace and Lorraine—those 
French provinces— vere dragged 
from France,” and continued: 

“The doctrine of 1870 is the doctrine 
of today, and it is the doctrine we 
are fighting. So it is with Italy, who 
wants to live with those fo her peo- 
ple and so also with the Poles, who 
want to resume the thread of their 
national independence. It is our will 
that they shall And so it ts with 
Mesopotamia and Palestine. That is 
what we are fighting.” 


Premier’s Specch at Glasgow Criti- 
cised by London Papers. 
LONDON, June 39—The speech yes- 
terday of Premier Lloyd George in which 


he said the war would come to an end 
when the allied armies should reach 
the aims which they set out to obtain 
when they accepted the challenge thrown 
down by Germany, although mainly ap- 
proved by the morning newspapers, does 
not escape criticism. The moderate pa- 
pers’ camment consists of little more 
than accordant paraphrases of the Pre- 
mier’s statement, but the press of oppo- 
site camps—Radical and Tory—questions 
some of his dicta. 

Thus some conservative papers strong- 
ly dissent from his assumption that any 
difference of opinion exists between the 
German Government and the German 
people, and declares the German people 
are faithful to their Government because 
it accurately mirrors the spirit of Ger- 
manism. 


Spirit of Germansa. 
The Post poe the Germans are all in 


this war “up to the neck,” and if the 
Premier thinks any change in the sys- 
tem of Government would alter their 
spirit he knows nothing of the German 
people. The Post contends that the idea 
that Germany is driven to war by «a 
tyrannical Government and is groaning 
for liberation from the Hohensgollern 
yoke is pure fancy.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—Follow- 
ing is President Wilson's letter to 
the Rev. Dr. Cannon, chairman of 
the Legislative Committee of the 
Anti-Saloon League, expressing his 
opposition to prohibition of the 
manufacture of beer and light 
wines at this time: 

The White House, Washington, 
D. C., June 29, 1917. 

My Dear Dr, Cannon-—I am very 
glad to respond to the request of 
Senator Martin, the Democratic 
floor leader in the Senate, that I 
give to your Legislative Committee 
an expression of my opinion with 
regard to the wisest and most pa- 
triotic policy to be pursued toward 
the food administration legislation 
now pending in the Congress. I! 
regard the immediate passage of 
the bill as of vital consequence to 
the safety and defence of the na- 
tion. 

Time is of the essence; and yet 
it has become evident that heated 
and protracted debate will delay 
the passage of the bill indefinitely 
if the provisicns affecting the man- 
ufacture of beer and wines are re- 
tained and insisted upon. 

In these circumstances I have 
not hesitated to say to members of 
the Senate, who have been kind 
enough to consult me, that it would 
undoubtedly be in the public inter- 
est in this very critical matter if 
the friends of those provisions 
should consent to their elimination 
from the present measure. 

Feeling that your committee is 
actuated by the same patriotic mo- 
tives which inspire me, Iam confi- 
dent these considerations wiil seem 
to you, as they seem to me, impera- 
tive.

Is Another Chapter Depicting Life Today in the 


French Capital. 


HE following is the second of a series of letters from an American 
woman in Paris to her husband, a newspaper man in the United 


States. 


For more than two years she has been in Frence and for 


seven months she has been “war godmother” to friendless soldiers. In this 
letter she says that she now has 14 of these “war godsons” to care for and 


cheer up with her letters. 


She also tells of the privations that Parisians 


must suffer as well as touching upon the humorous phases of the situation, 


EAR HUSBAND: Yes, of course 
[) l miss you, but we're not going 
to talk about that. l am writing 
to you in my little room smelling of 
petrol and wearing the popular evening 
dress, to-wit: One brown sweater rather 
the worse for wear and one piece of 
skunk which | wouldn't wear in little 
old New York.

Slice the carrots thin and return to the 
casserole, adding to them 2 tablespoons 
of butter, % cup of water, % teaspoon 
of salt and 4 teaspoon of pepper. Cover 
and let these simmer for about 20 min- 
utes, on top of the stove. Then, when 
the carrots are quite done and tender, 
ad@ the yolk of 1 egg beaten with % 
cup of thick cream and’ % teaspoon of 
chopped parsley. Stir the whole mix- 
ture carefully over the fire, but do not 
allow it to boil. Serve in the earthen- 
ware baking dish in which it was 
cooked. These proportions are right for 
6 or 8 young carrots.

close doors. Then carefully wash out 
the pipe cap underneath the refrigera- 
tor and the water pan. Use the solution 
for this. If the water is carried off 
by a drain pipe be sure and thoroughly 
clean the trap below the refrigerator. 
flushing it liberally with the solution 
to prevent a stoppage and consequen? 
overfiow. Now close the refrigerator 
doors. Always be sure al! the doors

Ice waste can be eliminated by cov- 
ering the ice. Chemically treated’ 
cloths can be had for this purpose. 
Wrapping the ice in newspapers is an 
excellent preventive against waste, but 
if food is kept in the ice compartment 
this is not an advisable method.

ALARIAL fever causes 12,00 

Mi deaths in the United States every 
year, but there are more than @ 

million and a quarter cases of the dis- 
ease. It, therefore, is a great economic 
problem. It is confined largely to the 
Southern States of the Union. 
It is spread entirely by one species of 
mosquito, called Anopheles. The dis- 
ease is found, then, only where the Ano- 
pheles can breed and flourish. The 
mosquito has not a very long range of 
flight. Recent experiments of the Public 
Health Service of the United States 
showed that Anopheles mosquitoes wil! 
fly only about a mile from their breed- 
ing place Other mosquitoes taken {fr 
houses and liberated flew a trifle more 
than a mile. 
In one test Anopheles caught on a 
given plantation flew upwards of two- 
thirds of a mile and during that flight 
crossed a river 800 feet wide. These 
flights were accomplished in from 72 
hours up to six days. 
The prevention of the disease depends 
entirely on the control of the Anopheles 
species of mosquito. The mosquito breeds 
always in still, fresh water. The water 
collected in a cow’s track, an empty 
can, or broken bottle is enough to af- 
forc a breeding place for mosquitoes. 
The egzs are laid in the water and 
Latched there, forming larvae commonly 
called “‘wigglers."” The adult mosquito 


emerges within a few days. 
It is evident that if the mosquito 


cznnot find fresh water in which to 
lay its eggs, it can not multiply. The 


bites a person suffering from malaria, 
from whose blood it sucks the germ. 
Which then undergoes development in 
the body of the mosquito, increasing 
in number tremendously. Now when 
the mosquito bites a well person the 
scrms are injected and another case 
oi malaria develops. 

It is, therefore, most important to 
protect persons suffering from ma- 
laria fever. This is done by having 
Wire screens in the windows or by 
covering the bed with mosquito net- 
t:rg. In districts where malaria is 
prevalent, the windows should be 
ecreened to protect well people as 
well as the sick. 

Another precaution is the burning 
of Pyrethrum, or insect powder, in 
the house. The windows must be 
closed and the powder burned in the 
rccm, after which the room is kept 
closed for several hours. It is then 
epened and the stupefied and dead 
rrosquitos are swept up and burned. 
As malaria is a disease which flour- 
ishes during the summer and autumn 
these precautions, especially in re- 
gard to the breeding of mosquito, 
should be taken early in the season. 


To Remove a Mildew Stain.

Mildew is a rather difficult stain to re- 
move, but it is frequently possible to get 
rid of it. First try stretching the stained 
fabric over some hard substance and 
rubbing it with a dry cloth, then rub 
salt over the stains and squeeze the juice 
of a lemon over the salt. Let this stand 
a short time, then shake off and wash. 
Another way is to mix together French 
chalk and water, making a paste which 
may be spread smoothly over the stained 
cloth. Put it in the sun to dry, if pos- 
sible; if not, somewhere else where it 
may dry slowly. When well dried, 
brush off the chalk; if the stains still 
remain, after rinsing the material in 
cold or, better, tepid water, repeat the 
process.

GARBAGE PLANT 
SITE PROBABLE 


Aldermen Adopt Resolution Ask- 
ing for Information on Pro- 
posed City Location. 


DIVISION ON POLICY 


Session to Continue for Action 
on Garbage, Bond Issue and 
Mill Tax Problem. 


Continuance of the present session Ot 
the Board of Aldermen until bills author- 
izing the erection of a municipal: garbage 
plant, the submission of a bond issue of 
$18,840,000 to the voters on Nov. 2, and 
the adjustment of the United Railways 
mill tax and franchises are acted upon 
was voted by Aldermen yesterday, fol- 
lowing the reading of a special message 
from Mayor Kiel requesting that this 
policy be adopted. The Aldermen a week 
ago set July 6 as the date of adjourn- 
ment for the, summer. 

Alderman Otto yesterday introduced a 
resolution asking the Board of Public 
Service to inform the Aldermen what 
site will be selected for a municipal gar- 
bage plant here. The resolution was 
adopted. 

It has been apparent that Aldermen 
who favor the acquisition of the Indi- 
ana Reduction Co.'s plant near Dupo, 
Tll., plan to start a controversy as to the 
location of a municipal plant, and, if 
they fail in that move, then to attack 
the proposal to adopt the so-called 
“Cobwell system,” and contend that the 
city should not risk binding itself to pay 
royalties on a patented process. Alder- 
man Udell of the Twenty-third Ward 
heads this faction. Some of his associ- 
ates are Aldermen Scholl, Hall, Efters, 
Otto and Bergt. 

Otto F. Karbe; a former member of 
the old House of Delegates, is vice 
president and general manager of the 
Indiana Reduction Co. That concern 
now has the contract to reduce the city’s 
garbage at 87 cents a ton. The profits 
from garbage for the last year have 
been $1 a ton, net, according to the 
statements of experts who have investi- 
gated the subject for the city. 

The Indiana company’s plant has been 
offered to the city for $336,000. The price 
first fixed by Karbe and his associates 
was $375,000. The Board of Public Serv-| 
ice advised against its purchase because 
the process employed is not odorless, the 
plant is outside the city, making con- 
trol of fts operation difficult and fncreas- 
ing the cost of transporting the garbage 
to it, and the fixed charges are consid- 
ered to be too high.

CONTROVERSY ON 


MRS. COLE TELLS — 
HOW HUSBAND WAS 
FATALLY BURNED 


Declares She Struck His Arm 
When He Threw Acid at Her, 


Spilling Some on Him. 


QUARRELED AT HOTEL 


Declares He Drank Heavily, Be- 
came Abusive and Struck Her 
on Their Way Home. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, June %.—Mrs. Cleopatra 
Freeling Cole, widow of William 
(‘Candy’) Cole, formerly of St. Louis, 
today made her first statement as to 
how her husband was fatally burned 
with acid. She said he threw the acid 
on her while intoxicated, and in attempt- 
ing to fight him off she struck his arm 
causing most of the acid to be spilt on 
him. He died June 9. 

Mrs. Cole is in a hospital, recovering 
from acid burns. Although Medical Ex- 
aminer Cutts reported his belief that 
Cole’s death was a homicide, no one has 
been arrested. 

An investigation into Colte’s death was 
demanded by his mother, Mrs. William 
Cole of St. Louis, who hurried here after 
he was injured. 

Mra. Cole’s Story. 
A friend of Cole’s widow, who has 
talked to the injured woman several 
times, whose name is withheld by re- 
quest, quoted Mrs. Cole's version of the 
affair as follows: 
‘“‘My husband and I and another cetu- 
ple were to the Shriners’ ball. After it 
we all went to a Back Bay hotel for 
luncheon. My husband drank heavily 
and became abusive. 
“He suggested that we go to another 
hotel but I said I preferred to go home. 
Then he began to threaten me. When 
the other couple left us he struck me on 
the face. : 
“When we got twnto our machine he 
insisted on driving all the time, keeping 
up a steady stream of threats and abuse. 
I was mortally afraid of him. 
“Half way home I spied a policeman 
and grabbing the wheel steered the ma- 
chine up to him. I asked him to arrest 
my husband for striking me and for in- 
toxication. 
“My husband explained that ft was 
only a family tiff. He told the police- 
man he had threatened me and that I 
was afraid to go home The policeman 
said he could not arrest him because he 
had not witnessed the attack. He final- 
ly promfsed the policeman he would take 
me home and would not enter the house. 

Struggle Over Cup. 

“Notwithstanding his promise he in- 
sisted on coming in. We prepared for 
bed and I went into the kitchen to 
make some coffee. Returning I saw my 
husband staggering toward me with a 
cup in his hand. 

“I instinctively felt there was some- 
thing wrong. When he raised the cup 
as if to strike me I threw up my arm 
to protect my face. 

“My hand struck the cup, 
some of the contents on him. 

“He screamed and I felt pains shoot- 
ing through my arm where some of the 
fluid had touched me. I grabbed the 
uplifted arm that held the cup and we 
struggled. By sheer strength he turned 
his wrist, allowing what remained of 
the fluid to flow out of the cup upon 
me,”’

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FLIES TO BLAME FOR BABY 
MALADY, DR. SAUNDERS SAYS 


St. Louis Specialist Finds Cause for Spread of 
Entercolitis in Southeast Missouri—300 
Cases in Two Counties. 
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By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

ORAN, Mo.,*June %.—Fiies are to 
biame for the spread of enterocolitis, 
which has caused more than 70 deaths 
in Scott and Dunklin counties, according 
to Dr. EB. W. Saunders of St. Louis, 
specialist in children’s diseases, who 
came here yesterday to make an in- 
vestigation. Late reports indicate that 
there are about 30 cases in the two 
counties, some of the patients being 
persons of advanced years, and the dis- 
ease has spread to Butler and Pemi- 
scot counties, in which several cases 
have been reported. 

Dr. Saunders was accompanied to 
Oran by J. F. Goeke, a senior medical 
student of St. Louis University, in the 
capacity of bacteriologist. They were 
met at the station here by a committee 
headed by Coroner W. S. Tate of Scott 
County, who had wired an invitation to 
Dr. Saunders. The welcoming delega- 
tion included Drs. H. R. Winters and 
WilHam Wescoat of Oran, Mayor Cra- 
der and a crowd of citizens. 

Dr. Saunders and Goeke were taken to 
the office of Wescoat. After a brief con- 
sultation with the local physicians they 
were taken to the home of William Dav- 
enport, whose young son is suffering 


with the disease. They were then taken 
to see William Blackwell, 4 years old, 
who is sick, and to a home in which two 
deaths have occurred and in which there 
are now two cases. At each place Goeke 
examined the food and water. 

Flies (--ry Germs. 

After these visits Dr. Saunders told 
the Post-Dispatch representative that he 
was sure that the germ which caused 
both enterocolitis and iliocolitis was fly- 
borne and that the first step toward 
checking the epidemic was the eradica- 
tion of the fly nuisanse. He said he 
found no streptococci germs. He had 
no doubt that weather extremes and diet 
had aggravated the disease. . 

A conference was held last night at 
Dr. Wescoat’s office. Dr. Saunders and 
Goeke urged an immediate campaign 
against the flies. Dr. Saunders said that 
unless the situation improves very short- 
ly it will be necessary to call in the State 
officials. Mayor Crader said that as 
soon as Dr. Saunders was satisfied that 
State aid was needed he would make an 
appeal direct, without waiting for the 
county medical authorities to act. 

Dr. Saunders left last night but Goeke 
remained here to make bacteriological 
tests. The work of makfng cultures of 
the germs will occupy two or three days.

Optimistic opinions concerning the 
possible straightening out of the bank's 
affairs came from several sources. 
James G. Condon, attorney for the Chi- 
cago Title and Trust Co., receiver, an- 
nounced that a preliminary investigation 
indicated that assets would exceed lia- 
bilities by $600,000 to $1,000,000. George 
M. Reynolds, widely known as a bank- 
er, was quoted as saying that figures he 
had seen “‘would indicate that the bank 
is solvent.”. There were about 27,000 de- 
positors, who had placed with the 
bank more than $4,000,000. 

The Graham bank was regarded as 
perhaps the strongest private institution 
in the State. Andrew J. Graham, its 
founder, was a leader in the city’s de- 
velopment and one time candidate for 
Mayor. At his death, a year ago, his 
two sons succeeded to the management. 
Since that time, bankers said, the non- 
liquid nature of the bank's assets, chief- 
ly paper on West Side real estate, and 
of late heavy withdrawais of cash due 
to war investments and charities, had 
tended to make the inatitution’s position 
difficult. It was said by many that 
the Graham family had made herole ef- 
forta to save the bank.

Craps and poker games were operated 
at some of the places, principally in the 
rear of the bars, although in some in- 
stances the poker games were kept 
above the ground floor As many ofthe 
places are near the Relay Depot, tran- 
sierts frequently reported being swin- 
dled. 

The Post-Dispatch repeatedly exposed 
the operations of some of the hotels, 
particularly those in which commer- 
cCialized gambling went on. The only 
result was denunciation of the paper 
and the reporter who obtained the facts.

games.

Decide Not to Abide by Resolution 
of Congress of Soldiers 
and Workmen. 

PETROGRAD, June 30.—The Russian 
Duma will not abide by_the recent reso- 
lution of the Congress of Soldiers’ and 
Workmen’s Council calling for its dis- 
solution, says a resolution adopted at a 
private meeting of members of the 
Duma. . 

“The Duma,” says the _ resolution, 
“having powerfully contributed to the 
abdication of Nicholas and the forma- 
tion of the provisional revolutionary 
Government, which the entire country 
immediately recognized, thus showing 
its confidence in the Duma, and hav- 
ing in this manner acted as a revolu- 
tional institution independently of its 
position during the old regime, the 
Duma is of the opinion that it cannot 
cease to exist as an organ of national 
representation and will adhere to its 
patriotic duty of raising its voice, if 
necessary, to preserve the fatherland 
from the dangers which threaten it and 
guide it in the right path.”’ 


FIREWORKS RATION FOR JULY 4 
IS NOT MORE THAN $2 WORTH 


These Mast Be Bought in First Four 
Days of Month—No Large Dis- 
plays to Be Permitted. 

In reply to numerous queries, Secre- 
tary Findly of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice explained today that citizens might 
discharge mot exceeding $2 worth of fire- 
works, wholesale price, if such fireworks 
are purchased in the first four days of 
July, and if there should not be in- 
cluded in the lot anything prohibited 

by ordinance. 

The ordinance prohibits the discharge 
or use of blank cartridges, blank cart- 
ridge pistols, toy cannon, fire crackers 
more than two inches long and three- 
eighths of an inch in diameter, fire 
crackers charged with dynamite or any 
other high explosive, potash and sulphur 
tablets, pellets, any device for explod- 
ing tablets or pellets, and torpedoes of 
greater size than one inch in diameter 
or more force than ordinary toy cap. 
Balloons charged with fire also are pro- 
hibited. 

The Secretary of the Board of Public 
Service has been instructed by the board, 
on account of the war, not to issue any 
permits for larger fireworks displays.

ANOTHER MARK TWAIN VOLUME. 
HE process of getting everything 
Mark Twain ever wrote into uni- 
form edition volumes that may be 
purchased in sets or individually is near- 
ing completion. The latest from the 
press is a collection of essays, bearing 
the title ‘‘What Is Man? and Other Es- 
says.’’ Most of the material contained in 
it represents earlier work of the great 
Missouri humorist. The only new thing 
in it is “The Death of Jean,’’ which 
the author wrote as his youngest daugh- 
ter lay dead in his home. It is a mov- 
ing expression of his poignant grief at 
having to give her up, a tender reverie 
upon the happy companionship that ex: 
isted betweefRi them and now come to 
an end. It is Mark Twain in his very 
best but rarely encountered vein, for 
he was even more a master of pathos 
than of comedy. When he designated 
Albert Bigelow Paine as his literary ex- 
ecutor and biographer some years before 
his death, he turned over to him this 
little manuscript written under such 
heartrending conditions with the injunc- 
tion that it should be included 
somewhere in his biography. Other es- 
says included in the volume are: “What 
Is Man?” “The Turning Point of My 
Life,” “How to Make History Dates 
Stick,’’ ‘“‘The Memorable Assassination,’’ 
“A Scrap of Curious History,” “Taming 
the Bicycle,’’ “Is Shakspeare Dead?’’ 
“The Shrine of St. Wagner’ and, per- 
haps, half a dozen others. All are typi- 
cal Mark Twain humor, though we fancy 
he lived to think not so well of some of 
them as he did when they were written.

OPEN BOATS. 
LFRED NOYES, the British poet, 
A is the author of this little trans- 
cript of life on the seas after the 
wermans have sunk one’s ship. It is 
a recital for the most part. by the vic- 
tims of this ruthlessness themselves, and 
constitutes a damning case against the 
German war lords. Some of these stor- 
ies one recalis to have seen in part in 
the newspapers, but they have been too 
numerous to be published anywhere ex- 
cept in a record such as this is. The 
author says: 

“Few of us realize the intensity of this 
ocean drama in which our merchant 
seamen, night and day, are risking their 
lives to keep the sea lanes open. Only 
by going through the official reports 
does one begin to realize that there are 
sea romances in the world around us 
surpassing anything that Hakluyt of 
Richard Eden ever knew.’’ He dwells

“FOR FRANCE.” 

BOOK that brings the war, from 

A wr Frenchman’s point of view, 
very close to a reader thousands of 
miles away is “For France,’’ which was 
written by Capt. A. J. Dawson of the 
English army, and illustrated by Capt. 
Fruce Bairnsfather, also of the En- 
glish army. The theme is the ex- 
pressive French phrase, ‘‘C’est pour la 
France’ (it is for France), which one 
hears at every turn in the war-strick- 
en land as every man or woman or 
child makes the required sacrifice for 
the défeat of the ruthless invader. Capt. 
Dawson, in his text, presents instances 
of this sacrificial spirit that will thrill 
and inspire the reader, showing how it 
permeates all classes of society and how 
the soldiers of France die happily with 
“C'est pour la France" on their lips.
